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Deer Mr. Prime Hiniateri 

As I Informed Ambassador Menshikov, I am grateful for 
your oourteous and thoughtful reply that you so promptly made 
to my latter oarrled to you by your First Deputy Premier 
Mr. Koslev. 

I am glad that the exohsnge of visits whioh Z suggested 
appeals to you and Z hope that thia exohange will in fast lead 
to a much better understanding between us on our many problems. 
I oan understand that you might prefer to oome to the United 
States in the oooler weather and suggest that we mutually 
consider some date in September whioh would permit us informally 
to exohange views in or near Waahlngton for a period of two 
or three days and also enable you to spend ten daya or ao 
traveling in our country. For my part, if it were convenient 
for you Z would plan to return the vlait sometime in the 
month of October. Mr. Robert Murphy will be available to 
discuss with Ambassador Menshikov the matter of dates and 
more detailed planning. 

Z believe you will agree that your visit to the United 
States as well as my later vialt to the Soviet Union ahould 
take place in an atmoaphere conducive to fruitful results 
and improved relations between our two oountrles. 

Z oan assure you that as far aa the American people are 
concerned Z cannot emphasize too strongly how great an 
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improvement there would be in public opinion if our meeting 
could take place in an improved environment resulting from 
progress at Oeneva. 

You will oorreotly deduce from what I have Just aald that 
progress at Oeneva so far has been disappointing to me and not 
sufficient to Justify holding a Summit Conf erenoe of the four 
powers engaged in that Conference. From suoh a Summit Conference 
Z believe great good could come and Z by no means despair of 
achieving the progress which would Justify it. My suggestion 
specifically would be that the Foreign Ministers oontinue in 
Oeneva for a week or so making as rapid progress as may be pos- 
sible and that if by then they have not reached agreement they 
plan to oome together early in November with a view to completing 
their work which would enable us to hold a Summit Meeting of 
the four Heads of Government soon thereafter. 

After you have had time to reflect on these thoughts, it 
would bejielpful to have a further expression of your views on 
all these matters. 
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
